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REMARKS 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, Indefiniteness 



In response to Item 5 of the outstanding office action, applicants have amended claims 
2-5 to clarify the relationship of the sequences. Accordingly applicants urge that claims 2-5 
are definite. 

Applicants have amended claims 5 and 6 to overcome the rejection raised in Item 6. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 102 

Applicants have removed the open language describing the structure of the peptides 
thereby overcoming the rejection for anticipation by Gobron. 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance.
